MACQUARIE GOES DARK! 


ABC.net reports, "Australia's Antarctic Division (AAD) has confirmed the permanent research station on Macquarie Island will 
close at the end of March 2017. The division has operated a year-round research station on the sub-Antarctic island since 
1948. AAD Director Nick Gales said the organization would instead use a network of six field huts to continue conducting ‘high- 
priority research’ over the summer. He said a recent engineering review showed a very large investment was needed to up- 
grade the aging infrastructure to manage increased risks to occupational health and safety, environmental contamination and 
site exposure to ocean inundation."

22 where the rest of Yemen sits! 


Remember the Oceania and Scandinavian Activity Con- 
tests. Last month the SAC CW contest produced very 
good activity on 160 - 20. Forty meters actually sounded 
like 20 meters with stations coming in from over the pole 
just before sunset until midnight! Let’s see if the condi- 
tions hold out!

in the communication center at NASA Dryden Flight center (now Armstrong 
Flight Research Center) in Palmdale. When the NASA lead engineer at the 
heard that Chip was retiring he invited him up for one last trip and a personal 
private tour of the center. The center is responsible for communication with all 
the experimental aircraft flown from Palmdale and other areas. It also con- 
tained Satellite communications gear, the space station comm gear, and HF 


comm. 


One of the principle systems in the comm center is the Flight Termination Sys- 
tem (FTS). This system sends the range destruct signal to experimental air- 
craft when they go out of control. The antenna farm at that center was a hams

huge HF log periodic Antenna.

the new comm facility. It was significantly larger than the one he toured and there were six HDX-589, 89 foot crank 
up towers with the several antennas on them (See top picture). A custom assembly stretches out the coax as the 
tower is retracted. The gantry allowed technicians to walk out at about 20 feet up to work on the antennas. The an- 
tennas, mounted on AZ- EI rotators, were rotate in to position using the elevation rotator. Only one of the six towers 
is raised per mission. Maybe in a few years we will see these babies on the surplus market. If you go out that way 
be sure to see the aviation museum. Chip says it is a real treat!
